Patients Seldom See 
Pathologist—The ‘Doctor’s Doctor’ 


(Tills is one of a continuing 
series of articles on various

For many 
hospital 
patients 
one of the most important m em ­ 
bers of their “ team*' of trained 
physicians is a man they never 
see and probably do not even 
know exists. 


His work in analyzing a n d 
diagnosing 
hospital 
tests 
and 
recommending 
possible 
treat­ 
ment is a vital part of the pa­ 
tient's recovery. 
HE IS THE hospital patholo­ 
gist — the 
“doctors’ 
doctor” 
charged with analyzing and su- 
pcrvbing laboratorv tests, and 
determining what possible dis­ 
eases or conditions the tests in­ 
dicate. 


While all doctors study dis- 
! ease during 
their training, 
a 
I pathologist must spend a mini- 
; mum of five years after medi­ 
cal school graduation in special- 
| ized study of disease, analysis 
of medical statistics, evaluation 
of experimental medicine 
and 
the establishment and operation 
of medical laboratories. 
The 
pathologist 
rarely sees 
individual patients, but 
he 
is 
always “on the scene” in the 
hospital aiding doctors in their 
diagnosis for their patients. 


AMONG THE many services 
which a 
pathologist 
performs 
pre the immediate examination 
and diagnosis of surgical speci-1 
mens, 
the 
determination 
of 
causes of death and effective­ 
ness of treatment through au­ 
topsies and the correlation of 
physical symptoms determined 
by a patient's personal physical 


with laboratory findings. 
A hospital 
pathologist 
must 
be proficient in running a med­ 
ical 
laboratory where 
results 
must be right, not most of the 
time but 99.9 plus per cent of 
the time. He must be an expert 
in blood banking, blood 
a n d 
bone m a r r o w interpretation, 
bacteriology, 
blood 
chemistry, 
disease patterns in the b l o o d 
and immunology. 
Pathologists b e c o m e well 
versed in medical statistics and 
experimental medicine in 
a l l 
fields as a resource aid f o r 
staff doctors and to better in­ 
terpret laboratory findings. 


AN EXAMPLE of the major 
role played by the pathologist 
is illustrated in the case of a 
45-year-old 
woman 
who 
com­ 
plained to her doctor about a 
lump in her breast. She is ad­ 
vised to enter the hospital for

arrival 
at 
the 
! hospital, a blood count, urin- 
i alysis and basic 
testing 
f o r 
communicable diseases is done 
in the hospital laboratory under 
: the supervision of the patholo­ 
gist. This is her first, but not 
the last, contact with the pa­ 
thologist. 
Since surgical patients 
may 
need blood, before entering sur­ 
gery her blood is typed, cross­ 
matched and a supply of the 
proper blood is procured on a 
“stand by” basis — under the 
direction of the pathologist. 
During surgery the patholo­ 
gist is sent a tissue biopsy or a 
small sample of the offending 
lump. In 
a 
miscroscopic 
ex­ 
amination of a frozen section of 


the tissue, the pathologist deter­ 
mines if the lump is cancerous 
or not. The surgeon, who h a s 
halted his surgery pending the 
examination, is promptly advis­ 
ed of the findings. He then pro- 
I ceeds with the surgery based 


I on the pathologist’s advice. If 
cancer has been found, more 
“radical” or extensive surgery 
is indicated 
to eliminate a 11 
traces of the growth.

William H. Gathman, 24 S. Highland, Arlington Heights, is 
noting his 50th year as a Paddock subscriber and remembers 
when Paddock’s Cook County Herald was several pages devoted 
to farm news. 
William’s father, Louis Gath-1-------------------------------------------- 
man, owned a farm at the cor­ 
ner of Route 53 and Biesterfeld 
Road, a part of Elk Grove 
Township once known as Deike­ 
ville. 
“My father took the paper 
since I was a boy,” Gathman 
recalls. 
“The paper came by 
mail then and I used to ride my 
bike three miles to the post of- 
; fice in Itasca to pick it up. The 
roads weren’t paved and got 
very muddy in the spring. My 
father knew old H. C. Paddock 
I who would drive around in a 
horse and buggy to visit and get 
the news.”

The menace of early auto­ 
mobiles are a vivid memory for 
William Gathman. 
Their ap­ 
proach threw horses into a panic 
and at the sight of their tell-tale 
cloud of dust a mile down the 
road his father would turn his 
horse drawn wagon off onto a 
side road to await their pass­ 
ing. 
Those early contraptions near­ 
ly cost William Gathman his 
life in Elgin. The Nov. 13, 1903, 
issue of the Elgin Daily News 
recounts the incident: 
“Frightened by a passing au­ 
tomobile 
and 
rushing 
madly 
down the treet, horses today 
trampled upon and probably fa­ 
tally injured Willie Gathman. a 
16-year-old son of a farmer re­ 
siding near Schaumburg. Tak­ 
en to a house near the scene of 
the accident, the boy was at­ 
tended by three physicians and 
the seriousness of his bruises 
was discovered.”

E.C. Alft, executive director 
of the chamber, said con men 
posing as bank examiners, se­ 
curity officers or FBI agents 
are fleecing senior citizens of 
many thousands of dollars by 
enlisting their aid in efforts to 
trap “dishonest bank employ­ 
ees.” 
According to the National Bet­ 
ter Business Bureau, of which 
the chamber is a member, re­ 
cent reports indicate that the 
swindle is on the rise. NBB, 
which first exposed the racket 
in March, 1964, said most vic­ 
tims have been 60 to 80-year-old 
widows. 
THE SWINDLER, generally 
two or three con men working 
as a team, choose their vic­ 
tims carefully, often spending 
time in lines in front of bank

The collection starts at noon 
daily except Sundays and holi­ 
days, with one mail truck on 
the north side and one on the 
south side. They complete the 
runs and return to the post of­ 
fice by 12:20. 
This mail con­ 
nects w'ith a 2 p m. outgoing 
dispatch, advancing service by 
five hours in connections with 
earlier trains and mail flights. 
FOOT CARRIERS picking up 
outgoing mail from patrons de­ 
posit the mail collected before 
noon. Residents themselves are 
also encouraged to deposit their 
letters in the “star collection” 
boxes before noon and gain the 
benefit of speedier service, Geo­ 
caris said. 
Movement of the mails earlier 
in the day helps avoid the daily 
deluge of mails received in the 
5 p.m. collection, he noted. 


IT’S REFORMATION Sunday 
this weekend, and the Mount 
Prospect Public Library offers 
many books on Luther, Calvin,

other 
Protestant

Readers will remember 
that we covered books of inter­ 
est to Catholic readers in Au­ 
gust, and we plan a column 
about books related to the He­ 
brew faith next month. 
Surprisingly, the quoted para­ 
graphs above were written by 
a Catholic author, and come 
from “The Reformation in Eng­ 
land,” a lengthy, but readable 
discussion of the political and 
economic factors behind Henry 
VIII’s break with the Roman 
Catholic 
Church. 
Interesting, 
though usually not known, is the 
fact that England’s population 
in 1517 was less than that of 
urban Chicago. 
Naturally, 
theological 
inter­ 
pretations of religious 
leaders 
are 
influenced 
by the back­ 
ground of their authors. Books 
on religion, therefore, are never 
completely 
unbiased. 
You’ll 


find “Church and State in Luth­ 
er and Calvin,” by William A. 
Mueller, well worth reading. It 
discusses secular authority and 
religious liberty. 
However, Dr. 
Mueller is professor of church 
history and theology at New Or­ 
leans Baptist 
Seminary; 
and 
consequently, he’s bitterly op­ 
posed to Luther’s and Calvin’s 
practice of infant baptism. 
YOU CAN READ Luther’s 95 
theses yourself in “Classics of 
Protestantism,” e d i t e d 
by 
Vergilius Ferm. 
Biographical 
sketches 
of 
Luther, 
Calvin, 
Samuel Clarke, 
John Wesley, 
and Jonathan Edwards are in­ 
cluded, along with their more 
significant writings. 
“The Catholic Reformation” 
is covered in two volumes by 
Henri Daniel, who includes ac­ 
counts of St. Ignatius and his 
Society of Jesus, the Council of 
Trent, and Catholic missionary 
activities. 
Other books you’ll enjoy are 
“Studies on the Reformation.” 
by Roland H. Bainton; “Luther 


and the Reformation” by V. H. 
H. Green; and “How We Got 
Our Denominations,” by Stan­ 
ley I. Stuber. 
Perhaps the best-known biog­ 
raphy of Martin Luther is that 
by Roland H. Baintain, “Here 
I Stand.” 
Said Luther, 
“My 
conscience is captive to the; 
word of God. 
I cannot and I 
will not recant anything, for to 
go against conscience is neither 
right nor safe. 
Here I stand.” 
THE MORE THAN 200 Prot­ 
estant denominations that are 
products of the Reformation, 
says Mueller, “do not think of 
Luther and Calvin as infallible 
guides or even as religious gen­ 
iuses. 
They are best 
under­ 
stood as teachers and prophets 
of the church to whom the Lord 
of the Church showed new' per­ 
spectives and depths of Chris­ 
tian truths.”

to prevail,” Rumsfeld said. 


“ The need for a well-informed 
public, the protection of certain

the right of individual privacy 
are all involved here.

Rumsfeld, indicating he was 
hopeful for action early next 
year said: 


“ How’ could an Administration 
which claim s to be interested 
in encouraging the participation 
of all citizens in government 
stand in opposition to this legis­ 
lation?” 
Rumsfeld noted the passage 
by the Senate of a Freedom of 
Information bill (S. 1160) and

“ How much are you paying for your milk?” is the current 
hot question among members of the Arlington Greens Community 
Association of Arlington Heights. 
It began during a normal chit-chat at a golf-dinner outing, 
it was reported. 
Several association members discovered there 
were substantial differences between the prices they have been 
paying for home delivered milk. Some learned with a shock that

they were paying about

fourth more than others. 
They also found that prices 
from the same milkman vary, 
and that the range of prices 
apparently had practically noth­ 
ing to do with service or the 
j volume of milk purchased. 


The result was a small wave 
of indignant negotiations with 
milkmen by those who found 
they were on the high end of the 
price scale. 


THE SITUATION is an echo 
of a similar one that started in 
Elk Grove in 1961, when several 
housewives, 
discovering 
price 
differences of up to 25 cents 
per gallon, called for a general 
boycott of home milk deliveries. 
Three Elk Grove housewives 
made a concerted but unsuc­ 
cessful attempt to form a “con- 
suumers union.” 
The immediate 
response 
of 
the Arlington Greens 
Associa­ 
tion went along the same lines: 
“We can meet with these dairies 
and, as a unit, sit down with 
them and work out a favorable 
agreement,” it was stated in a 
newsletter. 
But association members be­ 
gan to have second thoughts. 
The competitive 
situation 
be­ 
tween the dairies was perhaps 
healthy, something 
that 
could 
work more to the advantage of 
alert homeowners. 
GENERAL negotiations could 
backfire in 
that 
the 
dairies 
might be led into getting to­ 
gether and mutually agreeing 
on a higher average price levd 
than could now be obtained by 
individual negotiation. 
Accordingly, Anthony Tomaso, 
association president, s h i f t e d 
gears. Aim of the association 
now, he related, will be to make 
all of its members “ aware” of 
the price they are paying and 
the possibilities of obtaining a 
lower one. 
One couple reported they had 
dropped the dairy with which 
they had been doing business 
for 12 years and switched to 
another even though their for­ 
mer milkman offered to drop 
his price substantially. 
THEY HAD been paying SI .02 
per gallon: now they are pay­ 
ing 83 cents for premium, or 
“ fortified” milk. 
Lowest price reported was 79 
cents per gallon. A former par­ 
ticipant in the 1961 Elk Grove 
furor said she has been buying 
milk for this price for the last 
two years. 
Mrs. William Lasher, of 110 
W. Fremont, Arlington Heights, 
said she has quit three dairies 
in reccent years after having 
taken from one for IO years. 
MILKMEN OFFER 
discount 
prices, she said, to get new cus­ 
tomers. then gradually raise the 
price. “ If you don't watch your 
milk bill carefully, pretty soon 
you start paying more and more 
and more.” she said.

How is it possible that milk­ 
men can vary their prices so 
extensively to gain new 
cus­ 
tomers? 


APATHY IS THE main rea­ 
son, was the conscensus. “We 
just give the milkman a check 
every two weeks,” one house­ 
wife said. 
“We found there was abysmal 
ignorance” among 
housewives 
as to what they 
are 
paying, 
Mrs. Quinn said. 
Another reason is that many 
housewives 
frequently 
v a r y 
their standing milk orders, and 
also buy juice, cheese, cream 
and or eggs from their 
milk­ 
man. The more complicated the 
figuring, the less likely they are 
to check unit prices. 
Another factor learned in the 
threatened 1961 boycott was that 
most housewives develop an af­ 
fection and loyalty to their milk­ 
man. 


ONE F A M IL Y wryly observed 
that one of the 
factors 
that 
caused them to discover they 
were paying a top price was 
that the milkman they had had 
for years turned over his route 
to a new man. With the loyalty 
“b a r r i e r ” gone, they soon 
changed dairies and are now 
saving over $1 a week. 


Tomaso quickly discovered, as 
did the Elk Grove housewives 
four years ago, that many peo­ 
ple are as much or more con­ 
cerned with the fact that they 
are paying 
more 
than 
their 
neighbor rather than the cost of 
the milk itself. 
“ It disturbs 
an 
individual's 
ego to think that he has been 
taken,” Tomaso explained. 
“Our concern,” reported Mrs. 
Quinn of the uprising which she 
helped lead, “wasn’t the price 
but the instability of the price.” 
Although in some areas milk­ 
men attempt lo undercut and 
take the customers of others, 
Mrs. Quinn said a radically dif­ 
ferent situation apparently had 
been the case in Elk Grove. 
ONCE A homeowner had sign­ 
ed up with one milkman, others 
apparently steered clear of the 
house. Although 
the 
milkmen 
wouldn't discuss it. it was her 
understanding that 
there 
was 
some intimidation during t h e 
threatened 
housewives 
boycott 
in 1961. (Several of the major 
dairies were on 
strike then.) 
The d a i r i e s and milkmen, 
however, deny that there is any 
unwritten 
eustomer-hands-o f f 
policy. 


Dairies and the bulk of their 
customers agree that the retail 
milk business is “very competi­ 
tive.” 


“This is the roughest business 
there is,” commented one milk­ 
man. 


“ I wish there was some price 
stabilization,” s a i d 
the 
vice 
president of a local dairy. 


Little concrete information on 
prices can be obtained f r o m 
dairies by direct inquiry. They 
are left for their routemen to 
barter.

The 
billboard lobby in Illinois has been 
active and strong enough to block 
legislation in many previous sessions. 
The lobby has been equally strong 
in other states. This is the chief rea­ 
son highway beautification measures, 
almost completely l a c k i n g at the 
state level, came instead from Wash­ 
ington. 
The states have been persuaded to 
act now largely by the possibility of los­ 
ing IO per cent of their federal highway 
funds. The previous bonus of one-half of

the bill is the exemption on billboards 
given to industrially and commercially 
zoned property adjacent to federal high­ 
ways. Standards for outdoor advertising 
signs in these areas are to be developed 
in consultations between the states and 
the Secretary of Commerce. 


The result of these talks will be 
watched with great interest by everyone 
concerned with highway appearance. If 
lax standards are permitted in industrial 
and commercial areas, much of the good 
accomplished elsewhere would be cancel­ 
ed out. Right now we can see examples 
of abuse of such sign privilege along 
expressways in northeastern Illinois. 


New laws by themselves will not 
accomplish all that is needed. Per­ 
sons charged with enforcement of 
the law must know that the public 
is concerned. Highways and roads not 
involved with federal aid frequently 
p r e s e n t a horrendous appearance 
that needs cleaning up too. 
L o c a l governments, conservation 
groups, garden clubs and all others inter­ 
ested in highway appearances will still 
have much to do. But they can rejoice 
that some important steps have been 
taken.

However, the same story reports 
most of the garbage and rubbish col­ 
lected by Laseke’s men is already 
being hauled to a site near Waucon­ 
da — a 32-mile round trip. Such 
trips cost lime and money. 
During the General Assembly session 
last spring, an effort was made to pass 
legislation permitting neighboring towns 
to set up joint municipal refuse disposal 
commissions which could acquire and 
operate facilities for the disposal of ref­ 
use. A companion measure would have 
expanded the power of county boards in 
this field. Both measures died at the end 
of the session. 
Naturally they were opposed by pri­ 
vate refuse disposal operators fearful of 
municipal competition, as well as by 
others who were not enthusiastic about 
creation of still another governmental 


category. We are not prepared to say 
who was right. However, planning the 
future of refuse disposal cannot be left 
exclusively in the hands of private scav­ 
engers. 
Legislation in this field will surely be 
introduced again at the next legislative 
session. 
It would be wise to get the 
broadest possible participation in plan­ 
ning such proposed laws. 
Private scavengers should be con­ 
sultee! together with municipal offi­ 
cials. If possible, the entire metropol­ 
itan! area should be involved, not just 
the inner or eastern s u b u r b s for 
whom the problem is most pressing. 
Attention should Im* given to alternate 
methods of disposing of rubbish and 
garbage, such as composting, which 
is now being tried by some cities on 
an experimental basis* 
A broad approach to the problem is 
most likely to find correct answers, as 
well as to generate the support necessary 
to pass needed legislation. 
Refuse disposal in a very mundane 
activity, but a necessary one. Failure to 
plan for future needs would surely be 
costly. 


Contempt for the Law 


In this week’s Fence Post section, a 
Bensenville reader takes us to task for a 
front-page story last week reporting the 
indictment of the Tioga VFW Home in 
connection with slot machines. 


Our correspondent argues that pro­ 
ceeds from slot machine operations have 
enabled the Tioga VFW to make impor­ 
tant contributions to the welfare of the 
community, particularly to the children 
and the schools. Band uniforms, flags, 
a n d other important equipment have 
purchased. No one will dispute this. 


But the letter writer misses the point. 
The point is that slot machines violate 
Illinois lawr and failing to register gambl­ 


ing stamps violates a county ordinance. 
W hether the Tioga Home is guilty of 
any such violations will be determined 
by judicial process.

Originally it included a 
beautiful grove of trees under 
which grew shrubs and an ar- 
r a y of wildflowers r a r e l y 
found anym ore within t h i s 
state. It was 
perhaps 
t h e 
most beautiful of any 
area 
school sites, and lent itself to 
architectural imagination. 
Instead the school building 
w as brutally imposed on the 
landscape like a giant block 
of granite, and 
no 
attem pt 
w as m ade to rhym e the lay­ 
out of the buildings with the 
landscape. 
Its position was dictated by 
the football field, which evi­ 
dently was given the prim e 
consideration as to 
position. 
(According to a representative 
of the architectural firm, the 
building was placed w h e r e 
borings showed the soil to be 
of a relatively 
poor 
weight 
bearing capacity.) 
To m ake way for a deliber­ 
ately 
oversized 
and 
rigidly 
sq uare parking lot, a cluster 
of ancient oaks was rem oved. 
With the elimination or relo­ 
cation of nine parking spaces 
in the over-700-car lot, most 
of those trees could have been 
saved. 


NOT CONTENT with cover­ 
ing the m ajority of the area 
with concrete, asphalt, lawns 
and stadia, axem en w ere put 
to work rem oving m any of the 
trees that w ere still standing, 
large and sm all, in order to 
have a clear, grass level plane 
of vision. Bulldozers m a d e 
short shrift of the great re ­ 
m ainder of less im posing field 
and forest. 
One reason given for the r e ­ 
moval of the trees w as that 
they would have died anyway 
b e c a u s e 
of 
the 
changed 
environm ental conditions. This 
is largely false, and with a 
little com m on sense the exist­ 
ing ecology could have been 
essentially preserved anyway. 
F o r 
t h o s e 
irreplaceable 
t r e e s w ere the products of 
generations of adjustm ent to 
t h i s particular s o i l a n d 
clim ate. 
A n o t h e r reported reason 
given for their rem oval w as 
that they w ere hollow and tot­ 
tering. A check of the cut logs 
revealed otherwise.

should be of an age appropriate 
for the parents of an infant and 
should have been m arried long 
enough to be adjusted to each 
other. You don’t have to be rich 
or own your own home to adopt, 
but your income must be suf­ 
ficient for the child’s care. We 
often place children with people 
who already have children — 
either natural or adopted chil­ 
dren — and want m ore.” 
The booklet points out that 
while parenthood through adop­ 
tion is among life's most satisfy­ 
ing experiences, it also is some­ 
thing special and asks some­ 
thing special of parents.

The other is Mer m et Waterfowl 
M anagem ent Area on U. S. 45 at M erm et in M assac County, to 
which you m ust bring at least a dozen decoys and a willingness 
to Fisk the draw for 20 blinds. But again, there’ll be some shoot­ 
ing allowed in flooded pin oak areas. 
Underway since the 15th—to run until March 15—is the 
hunting season in the 1.10 public and private shooting pre­ 
serves in the state. G am e includes pheasant, quail, mallards, 
partridge and turkey, and particulars are available from the 
D epartm ent of Conservation if you’re interested. Or drop me 
a note. 
Squirrel hunters, be advised: it’s just about all over. The 
conservation folks rem ind that the Northern Zone season ends 
this Sunday at sunset. 
Deer hunters in Illinois will get an added chance for their
